natter, 1 was transferred to Mr. SIZOO of the Bureau. 1 
Inquired of Mr. SIZOO as to the status of the Secret Serwlce 
interest In this case. Including the assassination investigstlM 
and the RUBY intent igat ton. SIZOO stated that tMe President oi 
the United States instructed the IBl to conduct inrestigattsn 
into all aspects ol the asssseiaetien of President ffMMW*. 

I adtised SIZOO I was in receipt of a request fron 
the local Secret Senrice for the identity of 
conpany where 0S1AU> had the FPCC handbills and FPCC 
cation and nenbership cards printed. X asked if MhfllMe 

be nade awailable to Secret Serwice on a leenl imm. 



SIZOO said this infomation should not be nade 
liable and that the Bureau had had several instates 
Secret Service was interviewing people that Bureau Agents ^d 
previously interviewed or was interviewing persons that Buman 
representatives had not yet interviewed and as a practical 
natter. Secret Service had no authority to do so in view ofthe 
President* a instructions, together with the fac t the Ms Baa 
jurisdiction over all Internal Security eatteea. 

SIZOO stated that the Bureau’s liaison representative 
ORIN BABILBTT had been in contact with Secret Service on several 
occasions, including sowetine on the nornlDg of in 

connection with reported 

SIZOO stated he would again have BARTLETT contact Secr et ^ 

Service in this regard and in the neaatiae, the above rsqueat 
should not be coim>lied with. 

It is noted that prior to the above call, jora RICS 
of Secret Service, Mow Orleans, had talked with 
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12/6/63, and Inforaed bla that I understood tbs 
FBI should handle all InTsstlgatlon In this natter and that 
in vies of this, it appeared that the request he received iron 
his headquarters should have been nore properly nade of the 
FBI headquarters in Washington since the data would be available 
there. BICB then stated that the Secret Service interest van 
United to deteminlng certain facta that night be of value in 
connection with Secret Service responsibility for the protection 
of President JOHNSON and explained further that if there nee n 
conspiracy In the assassination of President EENNKDT, the 
conspiracy night extend to the assassination of EBUfSOT's 
predecessor. 



IXirlng this contact, RICK stated the Secret Service 
was under Instructions to turn over to the FBI any infomation 
Secret Service nay have <tovel<H>ed that vould seen pertinent 
to this overall natter. 



ADDENDUM BT SAC MATWOR, 12/10/63 

At 5:19p.n., 12/6/63, Mr. 8IZ00 of the Bureau called. 

Be stated this natter had been taken up with Secret Service through 
the Bureau's Liaison Section and that Secret Service was issuing 
instruct ions to Hr. RICE to discontinue investigation in regard to 
the above nentioned phase of this natter. 

At approxlnately 5:25 p.n. lodlled Mr. RICB and inforned 
bln X had received Infornation he would receive instructions to 
discontinue his investigation to deternine the source where the 
FPCC handbills and FPOC application and nenberehip cards were 
printed. RICB indicated but did not specif icallF say that he had 
already received such instructions. 



RICB desired to discuss at length the Secret Service 
lesponsibilities concerning safeguarding the President and desired 
to engage in speculation as to whether the Msassination of 
President KENNEDT was a conspiracy. 









RICB asked if I could suggest what he should do -and I 
suggested to hia that he clarify this particular questioa with his 






headquarters in Hashington, C. 
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
